H A T in contemplation of the many and great Services and 

Sufferings of the ſaid Sir Wi1/:a-mz Courten and Sir Paul Pyndar 

for the Crown of England, in the times of King Fanes, and 

King ©barles rhe Firſt, his Majeſty that now is, was moſt gra- 

cioutly pleaſed in the year 1661, upon the Humble Petition 

of the Proprietors and other perſons intereſſed in this Addreſs, ro recom- 

mend their Juſt Debts, Damages and Demands from the E2ft-1ndia Com- 

pany of the Netherland:, and other Inhabitants offo//avd and Zealand ro the 

States General for ſatisfaction and reparation, more eſpecially for the ſpoils 

of the two Ships the B-22: Eſperanza and Hemy bona adventura of London with 
their Lading, upon Trading Voyages on the Coaſt of7nd/a in a rime of Peate, 


II. That in purſuance thereof feveral Memorials were given by Sir George 
Downing, Envoy Extraordinary from his Majeſty to the ſaid States at the 
H agwe,and ſo inſiſted upon by his Majeſty and chief Miniſters of State at White 
Hall in conferences with the Embaſſadors Extraordinary from the States Ge- 
neral,that it wasCovenanted and agreed by the XV. Article of the Treaty con- 
cluded atWeſ{minſter in the Year 1662,that Satisfaction and Reparation ſhould 
be made for the ſaid two Ships and their Lading, to the perſons intereſſed and 
injured, according to the Proofs made in the Court.of Admiralty. 


III. Whereupon ſeveral Orders of the Council Board wete ſent to Sir George 
Downing, to require a young and exact perforinance of the ſaid Article, who 
| with the Proprietors uſed their endeavours for the ſpace of two Years in vain, 
the Eaſ{-1:dia Company of the Netherlands refuſing to be brought to any Ac- 
compt for the ſaid Spoyls and Damages , notwithſlanding the Expreſs 
Agreement in the ſaid Treaty. 


IV. Then the perſons intereſſed made freſh applications in the year i664: 
ro the King by Petition for Letters of Reprifal, according to due form of Law; 
who referred the whole matter to Dr. Ex:0» Judge of the Admiralty, Sir Ro- 
bert Wiſeman his Majeſties Advocate General;and Sir W:ll:;am Tarner, Advocate 
to his Royal Highneſs;whereupon a __ was made, that the Damages ari- 
ſing by the ſaid w_ did amount unto the Sum of 1 5161 2 /. ſfterl. Then a War- 
rant was direed to them ro prepare a Bill fit for his Majeſties Royal Signa- 

A ture; 
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ture; wherein two ſpecial Clauſes for continuation of the Grant were contain- 
ed, the ſubſlance whereof are as follows, v:z. 


V. And further we do hereby Declar, That it is Our W.1UI and Picaſur', that this 
our Commiſſion [ball remain m full force and power, to all intents and purpoſes untill 
the ſaid Sr Edmond Turnor and George Carew their E xecutors, HAdminiſtraturs 
and Aſſizns, ſhall by werine thereof have takey, ſeized and recoverea from the States 
General and their Swvjefs the Summ of One Hundred Fifty One T houſand, Six 
Hundred and Twelve Pounds Sterling, «r ſhall otherwiſe receive Sathf1t ion of 
the ſaid Dibt by Compoſition with the Eaſt-India Company cf the Netherlands, z0:+ 
with/t anding any Treaty of Peace whatſoever, bereafter to be made between the Kins and 
the States General. : 


VI. An4 further Our Wiil and Pleaſure i:,THat this Our Commiſſion ſhall remain and 
be in full force ani power to the ſaid Sir Edmond Turnor a»d George Carew hr 
Exccutors, Admini#trators and Afſizns by virine thereof to apprehend, ſerze and take 
ſo many more of thr Ships and Goods of the Statis General, or their S»bjes, as beſide 
the ſaid Summ before mentioned ſhall countervail,ſatisfy and pay all ſuch Coits and Char- 
ges as [hall from time to time be laid out and exſpended concerning the ſame: A per- 
fe Copy of the Patent art large being hereunto annexed. 


VII. That the Lord Chancellor Hye being made Privy to all the Tranſa&i- 
ons and Proceedings in this Aﬀair deſired a Conference with Sir jeoffry Palmer 
his Majcſties Attorney General, and Sir William Turner together, concerning 
thoſe two Clauſes aforefaid, before they paſſed under the great Seal of E»4- 
land. Then Dr David Bu4d attended art the ſaid Conference with a Przcedent 
under the Great Seal of England againſt the Spaniards in a Cale of the like Na- 
rure concerning a oy" and Depradation upon the Ships and Goods of Mr. 
/awley and other £nglſb Merchants. 


VIII. After long debare of the ſaid matter, the Lord Chancellor 7.54: was 
fully ſarisfyed, that it was very conſiſtent with rhe Laws of Nations, and 
the Eaws and Statutes of Eng/and for thoſe two Clauſes to paſs in the faid 
Grant for Repriſals, as they were worded for a Debr ſo aſcertained upon a 
ſpoil. It being practicable in all times of Peace and Common Amity berween 
Princes and States to putLetters of Repriſ,l in Execution. And that the 
States General and the t aſf-1n4ia Company of the Neth:rlauds were more par- 
ticularly Obliged to rake Notice of the continuation thereof, being often 
admomtſhed of the ſame before hand. 


IX. That nevertheleſs a ſeeming ſuſpenſion was made of the cxecutory part 
of the ſaid Patent by the Treaty at red in the year 1667, before any ſatisf:- 
ion or reparation was recovered or received by the Proprietors or perſons in- 
tereſſed, who did forbear pro tempoye to put the ſaid Patent in execution, un- 
tila more ſeaſonable time and opportunity might offer. The States conti- 
nuing in Wars and Troubles with other Nations and Kingdoms, and Traded 
in Exeliſh Botroms, or under the Colour of the King at Great B+ 1tains Alhies. 


| * X. Thatin the year 1671. new Differences being ariſen between the KING 


and the States General, the perſons Intereſſed in this Humble Addreſs, Exhibi- 
red their Petitions 4e novo to his Majeſty in Councel, for Satisfaction and Re- 
paration in the Premiſes, whereupon a Re:erence was made by Order of the 
Councel Table , ro a ſelet Committee of Lords of his Majellies molt Honov- 
rable Privy Councel, ro conſider thereof, and ro Report their Opinion whar 


-was fit for his Majeſty ro do therein, (for the |'critioners Relict;) who Repor- 


ted; that in this Caſe, concerning the Spoyl of the r'vo Ships aforeſaid,the on-

ly Debt ſo Liquiddated and confirmed under the Great Seal of Enoland. Tt was 
juſt and ſeaſonable for his Majeſty to inſiſt upon intire Satisfaftion and Repa- 
ration for the ſame, from the States General and their Subjects, notwithſtand- 
ing the Treaty at 4re4a ; as by the Original Report, Signed the 29. of Fuze 
i672, ready to be produced appears. 


XI. Thar in purſuance of rhe ſaid Report, his Majeſty was gratiouſly pleaſ- 
ed to Order in Councel, that ſpecial Inſtructions ſhould be ſent to the Lords 
Pleneporentiaries and Embaſſadors, Treating with the French King and States 
General, to inſiſt upon SatisfaCtion and Reparations accordingly. And further 
his Majeſty (reflecting upon all thoſe circumſtances he lay under in thisCaſe) 
ſent his Letters Expreſs under his Sign Manual,to the ſaid Lords Plenipotenti- 
aries, intimating to them, that in any Treaty or Treaties which might happen 
to be made with the States General of the United Provinces, Provition ſhould 
be made for fatisfa&ion of the ſaid Debr and Damages, farther fignifying 
that in this Caſe, his Majeſties Care ſhould be to prote& his Subjes,in their 
Juſt Rights, as well as to aſſiſt rhem in the Recovery thereof. 


XII. That ſoon after,in the year 1673 A ſeparate Peace was made at London, 
between the King and the States General, whereby the Treaty-at Breda was 
confirmed, with all former Treaties (excluding France) in Conſideration of 
Eight hundred thouſand P ataroones to be paid to his Majeſty, at four yearly pay- 
ments by the States General, withour any other notice raken of Satisfaction 
or Reparation for the Bona Eſperanza and HenryBonr Adventara or any of the Or- 
ders,Reporrts, InſtruCtions or Letters Parents, wherein his Majeſties Juſtice and 
Honour are ſo often repeated. X 


XIIT. Then ſeveral of the Proprietors and Inteteſſed, made new Appli- 
cations to the King and States General, on behalf of themſelves and many 
Families of Orphans and Widdows concerned therein, for ſome proportion of 
the Patacorns, towards Reparation of the ſaidDebr and Damages,but anſwer was 
made them, that the States of Ho//apd and two Ergliſb Miniſters of State, had 
procured the Earl of Darby, LordHigh Treaſurer of England,to moye his Majeſty 
to Aſſign 600000 of the Patacoones to the Prince of Oraxge, upon accompr of an 
old Debt contracted in Holland by Prince Henry Frederick, forthe late King 
Charles(the ſaid Pattacoons continuing at Intereſt in the States Hands)the other 
4th. part of the Pattacooys being ordered ro be received by Alderman Backwel, 
rowards Repairs of Windſor Caſtlr, and other ſerviccs, fo the Bona Eſperanza 
and Henry Bona Adventura were left in ſtatu que,without any regard or conſide- 
ration had of the Seaven Millions of pounds Sterling;raiſed by Parliament, up- 
on account of the Subjects Rejaration, whereof a Months Tax of 1 20902 /. 
15 s. $4. was granted to the Duke of 707k, for his Heroick Courage and Con- 
duct ar Sea, and 300001. to the Kings Guards, or of all the Prizes taken by 
the Kings Ships, or the Money Granted for the Princeſs of 0r4nge her Dowry, = 
or of the Tenths of 1500 Eng/i/h Sips (Dutch Prizes in the laſt War)due to the pa 98H 
Prince of Orarge as Lord High Admiral, or his other advantage of advance- roars 
ments by that War nor even of the vaſt Sums owing to the Proprietors and * Prze, in 
Interreſſed (in this humble Addreſs) for Monies advanced and disburſed by 5,991, 
their Anceſtors towards the ordinary charge of the Crown, before * Holland, 
the year 1640.
